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Soviets seek to. extend detente 
in negotiations with Kissinger 


MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union is 
locking to U.S. Secretary of State 
Genry Kissinger’s visit to Moscow 
te continue the movement toward 
detente, Western diplomats said 
yesterday. 

Dr. Kissinger, who arrives today 
for four days of talks, i making 
his first trip to the Soviet Union 
since President Gerald Ford replac- 
ed former President Nixon. The di- 
Plomats said the Kremlin was con- 
cerned whether Ford -would continue 
Nixon's policies of lessening tensions 
and they hoped to ‘be reassured on 
the point by Dr. Kissinger. 

‘Dr. Kissinger will have a packed 
agenda that will include talks on 
Himiting nuclear arms, the Middle 
East, trade and agriculture with 
Communist Party General Secretary 
‘Leonid Brezhnev. 

Administration officials in Wash- 
ington said the Secretary will seek 
an agreement on guidelines for the

Hahn, 66, was convicted in 1973 
of shooting 10 Polish prisoners 
during the war and sentenced to 
12 years in prison.

His case is one of the most 
scandalous in the history of war- 
crimes trials in West Germany.

WASHINGTON AP). — Libya may 
receive as many as 50 advanced 
Soviet Mig 23 jet fighters, U.8. in- 
telligence sources report. 

This would make Libya the third 
Arab country to gel the new swing- 
. wing supersonic fighter. Russia sent 
some of these aircraft to Syria and 
Iraq last summer, and has trained 
Syrian and Iraqi pilots to fy them. 

U.S. intelligence men said provi- 
sion of the sophisticated Mig 23s 
probably would mean an increase 
in the number of Soviet technicians 
and advisers in Libya from the pre- 
sent 100 to as many as 500. 

Analysts said the oil-rich Libyans 
are building up their armed forces 
with modern equipment for prestige 
purposes, but are incapable of main- 
taining or operating this themselves.
